HISTORY . 


Records for this early period of England are sketchy and often written 
in Latin. The first record of this Peter Thacher is a record of the 
"institutions of Incumbents in Somersetshire". Under the date 04 December 
1574 it lists Peter Thacher (Pet Thatcher) "cler, per mort William Waller, 
Cammell" This indicates that he was clergy at Queen Camel on that date 
and from other records we know that he was Vicar of that church from that 
date until his death in 1624. No records have been found to name his wife 
or parents. It is thought that Peter was a descendent of one of the various 
Thacher families of Somerset but he could have been from one of the other 
adjacent shires which also had Thacher and Thatcher families at that time. 

The parish record for Queen Camel during the period when Peter was 
vicar is missing and many of the blanks in our history of Rev. Peter could 
be answered by that record, if found.

HISTORY 


Anthony is thought to have been born in Queen Camel; Somerset; England 
since his father was a resident of that village all of his life. We have 
no: information on the education of Anthony but we do know that he trained 
for the ministry and was curate under his father at the church in Queen 
Camel until his father's death and then held the same position under his 
brother Peter at St. Edmund's church in Salisbury. The exact date of his 
move from Queen Camel to Salisbury is not known and the parish registers 
for that period of time: are missing. The only exact dates that we find 
recorded are the birth of his son Benjamin in 1634 and the death of his 
first wife the same year. 

It is assumed that shortly after the death of his first wife, he reached 
the decision to go to America. He married for the second time just prior to 
leaving England and left his youngest child in care of his brother, Rev. 
Peter Thacher. Anthony is listed on the passenger list as by occupation a 
"tayler" with this listing apparently due to the religious persecution of 
individuals of the Puritan leaning. He was accompanied on the "James" by his 
new wife and his four children of his prior marriage, his nephews Thamas and 
Peter (children of his brother Rev. Peter) and by his "cousin" Rev. Joseph 
Avery and family. After arrival of the "James" in America, probably at 
Ipswich, Mass., the family stayed there for a short time. Rev. Avery then 
received a call to preach in Marblehead, Mass and with his family of eleven 
and Anthony Thacher, his wife Elizabeth and children William, Edith, Mary and 
Peter left Ipswich on 1l Apr 1635 by ship for Marblehead. The ship was 
wrecked by a severe storm and all aboard drowned except for Anthony am his 
wife. A soul rendering letter from Anthony to his brother Peter Thacher in 
England written just a few days after the wreck is recorded in the book, 
Thatcher - Thacher Genealogy by John R. Totten on page 89-91. 

After the wreck, Anthony and his wife lived in Marblehead for a time 
until about 1638 when we find him listed in Yarmouth. Records indicate that 
he was one of the first settlers and that he had a home there with his family 
in residence by 1639. Anthony was town clerk and town treasurer of Yarmouth 


until his death in 1667. One interesting item is noted in the records of 
Yarmouth dated 1641. "Peter Thatcher haled before Court for running away 
from Anthony Thacher". This record is one of the few that indicated that 
Anthony's nephew, Peter Thacher, was still in America at that time and 
no other records exist to determine what became of him. Multiple records 
are found from Yarmouth and from Plymouth relating to Anthony Thacher 
during the period 1639-1667. Anthony Thacher was very prominent in the 
Proceedings of Yarmouth and was a respected citizen of early New England. 
Anthony died between 30 Jun 1667 and 22 Aug 1667 at which time we have 

a record of the inventory of his estate. Anthony died without leaving 

a will. His son John Thacher was appointed as administrator of his 
estate. 

Anthony Thacher was buried on his own land in Yarmouth, not far from 
the marsh, by a little button pear tree situated near said marsh; which 
pear tree is said to have been planted by his own hands, and which was 
reported to be still standing in 1814. No grave marker is found either 
for Anthony or for his wife.

HISTORY 


Hon. Col. John Thacher was bor in Marblehead (then Salem) Mass. but 
moved with his parents to Yarmouth in the 1640's. Nothing is known of the 
early life of John in Yarmouth. Some confusion exists as to the correct 
date of his marriage to Rebecca Winslow. In a poem written by him at the 
death of Rebecca he indicates that they were married in 1661. It may be 
that their first child, borm in abt 1662 was the infant mentioned above. 

John was chosed a deputy to the General Court at Plymouth in 1668 and 
served until 1681 except for the years 1672,5 and 7. He was a selectman for 
Yarmouth for many years fran 1668. From 1682-92 he was an Assistant to the 
Governor of Plymouth Colony. When the Plymouth Colony and Province of Mass. 
joined in 1692 he was elected as representative. He joined the Mass. militia 
and in time attained the rank of Colonel. 

Multiple references to Col. John are to be found in the Early New 
England records and in particular the records of Plymouth, Yarmouth, Boston 
and Barnstable. 

John died in 1713 at the age of 74. He was buried with military 
honors befitting his rank of Colonel in the Mass. Militia. A grave stone 
marks his grave but no stone has been found for his first wife, who we 
presume was also buried in Yarmouth. His second wife is also buried at 
Yarmouth with a gravestone marking her grave.

Roland Thacher was born at Bamstable, Mass. It is probable that his 
full name was Roland Cotton Thacher as a letter written to him by his father 
in 1761 is address 'My dear son Cotton’. Roland was educated for the 
ministry as were others of his ancestors and he also attended Harvard College 
fram which he graduated in 1733. He was the first pastor of the Church and 
Society of Wareham, Mass where he was ordained in 1740. He contimed at this 
post until his death in 1775. He died in Wareham, Mass in 1775 at the age of 
64 and is buried in the Parker Mills Cemetery. 

His first wife, Abigail Crocker, was the daughter of a marriage of two aD 
Crocker cousins. Abigail died in 1753 shortly after thecdeathyof her two 
youngest daughters and is buried in Wareham, also in the Parker Mills cemetery. 

His second wife, Mrs. Hannah Swift Fearing, is also buried in the same 
Parker Mills cemetery in Wareham, Mass.
